BLIZZARD ON SOMME 


Berlin Reports Great Aerial Ac- 
tivity on the Western 
Front. 


PARIS, March 10.—Violent fighting oc- 
curred in the Champagne last night in 
consequence of a German attempt to r@- 
capture the ground won by the French 


between Butte du Mesnil and Maisons de 
Champagne. Today’s official statement 
Says that after several desperate 
charges had been made with alternate 
advances and retreats, the French suc- 
ceeded in holding all the ground they 
had gained and in making fresh prog- 
ress. 

On the Verdun front, the Germans at- 
tacked the trenches receptured by the 
French north of Caurieres Wood. They 
penetrated these positions at some 
points, but were ejected by a counter 
attack. 

The French continued their raids, pen- 
etrating the German positions east of 
Armencourt as far as the third trenches, 
and taking prisoners near Crouy, north- 
east of Soissons. 


625 Lost, Mostly South Africans, in 
British Transport Collision. 

LONDON, March 10.—The British 
transport Mendi, carrying South African 
native laborers, was sunk after a col- 
lision on Feb. 21 and 625 persons lost 
their lives. Ten of the persons lost 
were Europeans, according to the an- 
nouncement yesterday to the South Af- 
rican Parliament by Gen. Louis Botha, 
the premier. The collision occurred off 
the Isle of Wight. The official an- 
nouncement says: 

“Premier Botha stated to the South 
African Parliament today that the 
transport Mendi, carrying the last 
batch of the South African laborers’ 
contingent, (the rest of whom were 
landed safely in France) collided with

Blizzard Conditions Prevailing on 
Summe Front. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, via London, March 9— 
Brlzzard conditions have prevailed on 
the western front for two days, hold- 
ing the military operations within a 
very small compass. Coming after a 
10-days’ thaw and the upparent ap- 
proach of an early spring, 
newed cold has been keenly felt. 

The howling March gales, accoin- 
panied by heavy snowfalls, have in- 
terfered with nearly every phase of 
modern war activity except the per- 
sistent roar of the British guns. 


French Driven Off in Champagne, 
Says Berlin, 

BERLIN, March 10, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Today’s War Office announcement 
says: 

In Western Champagne, on both 
sides of Prosnes, Russians led by Frenen 
officers, advanced against our positions. 
The detachment, which entered in some 
places, were driven vff by a counter 
attack.“

Answer to Husband’s Amended petit 
tion Dentes Allegations of 
Improper Conduct, 

Mrs. Pearl Elizabeth Nolker yester- 
day filed an answer in Circuit Judge 
Cave's court to the amended petition in 
the divorce suit of her husband, Robert 
E. Nolker, in which she repeats alle- 
gations made by her in an answer filed 
several weeks ago to Nolker’s origina! 

petition. 

She does not ask for a divorce, but 
asks that his petition be denied on the 
ground that he is not the injured and 
innocent party. She also asks for an 
allowance of $10,000 to pay Counsel and 
$5000 to reimburse her for her personal 
expenses incurred in the case.

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8 OFFICERS OF GERMAN SHIP 


THAT WAS SUNK SENTENCED 


Year in Atlanta Penitentiary and 
Fines for Staff of Liebenfels, 
Scuttied at Charleston. 
FLORENCE, S. C., March 10.— Eight 
officers of the German steamship Lieb- 
enfels, sunk in Charleston harbor the 
night of Jan. 31 last, today were sen- 
tenced to a year in the Atlanta Federal 
Penitentiary and to pay of a fine of $500 
each. They were convicted yesterday 
of sinking a vessel in a navigable 
stream, in violation of the navigation 

laws. 
They were acquitted on a count charg- 
ing conspiracy to sink the ship. 


POLICY OF $2,500,000 ON LIFE 
OF J. P. MORGAN SETS RECORD 


Insurance, It is Said, Will Act as 
Offset to Inheritance Tax Due 
State at His Death. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—The New 
York Life Insurance Co. is under- 
writing a $2,500,000 policy on the life 
of J. P. Morgan, head of the Morgan 
banking firm. The policy is taken 
out for personal reasons, a member 
of the family being the beneficlary, 
and is the largest of its kind ever 
written in this country. 

According to information from a 
reliable source, the policy will act 
as an offset to the State transfer or 
inheritance tax, which must be paid 
when Morgan dies. So far as is 
known, this is the first time a large 
policy has been written for this pur- 
pose. Insurance men say the annual 
premiums will be $112,000, and the 
agent writing the policy will receive 
55 per cent of the first yearly pay- 
ment, or $62,000. The second year 
he will receive $22,000 and there- 
after sums in decreasing amounts. 


MORE GERMANS COMING OUT 
OF MEXICO THAN GOING IN 


Immigration Officer at Larede Says 
There Has Been No Unusyal Move- 
From United States. 
LAREDO, Tex., March 10.—Contrary 
to the published report from New York 
and elsewhere of a large number of 
Germans. crossing into Mexico, they 
have so far failed to materialize at 
Laredo. J. E. Trout, officer in charge 
of the immigration service at Laredo, 

said today: 

There are not more than from two 
to five Germans daily among the 
people crossing to Mexico. In fact, 
there are fewer Germans now than 
heretofore.”’ - ° ;

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Reports 
that the State Department was »re- 
paring a white book of Germany’s plots 
and intrigues in this country for pre 
sentation shortly either to the press or 
to the Senate, were flatly denied by 
Secretary Lansing today.

BERLIN I$ BURIED IN SNOW 


Youths and Well Dressed Women 
Shovel Paths. 


BERLIN, March 9, via London, 
March 10.—The heavy snow fall 
which has covered central Europe for 
the last 72 hours struck Berlin yes- 
terday. The bus lines discontinued 
their trips and the subway made a 
new record by hauling 400,000 passen- 
gers. 

While the volunteer snow shovelers 
are made up largely of school youths, 
it is a common sight to see a dozen 
or more well dressed women clearing 
streets and curbs of snow drifts. The 
street cleaning service is wholly vol- 
untary and responses came from all 
classes.

Henry W. Kiel was renominated for 
Mayor by the Republicans in yester- 
day’s primary election with a major- 
ity of 14,216 votes over the combined 
vote of his three opponents, Louis 
Alt, Howard Sidener and Julius 
Haller. 

William C. Connett of 4435 Forest 
Park boulevard, a lawyer, was nomi- 
nated for Mayor by the Democrats, 
receiving 281 votes more than the 
combined votes of his two opponents, 
Dr. John H. Simon and Frank H. Ger- 


hart. ‘ 

The total vote for the Republican can- 
didates was: Kiel, 36,781; Alt, 11,346; Sid- 
ener, 10,424, and Haller, 7%. Democratic: 
Connett, 17,729;- Simon, 14,398; Gerhart, 
1250. \ 

Mayor Kiel's plurality over Alt, his 
nearest opponent, was 25,435. Connett's 
plurality over Simon, his nearest op- 
ponent, was 3331. 

Player and Nolte Win. 

James Y. Player, Democrat, was re- 
nominated for Comptroller, receiving 
20,746 votes to 11,280 cast for his opponent, 
Charles Reilly, an optician. Louis Nolte. 
former Sheriff, who had the united sup- 
port of the Republican City Committee, 
was nominated for Comptroller by the 
Republicans. He received 4,045 votes 
and his opponent, Isaac N. Brown, 12,146. 

In addition to the support of the 
Republican City Committee, Mayor 
Kiel had the active help of approxi- 
mately 10,000 city employes, who 
were working at the polls yesterday. 


ion that yesterday was a legal holi- 
day, within the meaning of the law, 
and that therefore the city offices 
might be closed. This ruling, and the 
order of the Mayor to heads of de- 
partments to close their offices, re- 
leased the city employes for politi- 
cal duty. At every precinct yester- 
day from four to ten city employes 
were giving active support to the 
Mayor's. cause.

ory of the Nineteenth Ward, who was 
defeated by A. H. Niederluecke, a mer- 
chant. 

Three Democratic Contests. 

Aldermen Wiehe of the Fifth Ward, 
Max Well of the Seventh Ward, Loh- 
mann of the Ninth Ward, Fett of the 
Bleventh Ward, Wyrick of the Thir- 
teenth Ward, McChesney of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, Hall of the Twenty-first 
Ward, Udell of the Twenty-third Ward 
and Schwartz of the Twenty-fifth Ward 
were renominated. Alderman Koenig of 
the Twenty-seventh Ward was net a 
candidate for renomination. Dr. Edward 
Schratz, a dentist, was the successful 
candidate in the Twenty-seventh Ward. 

There were three contests for Alder- 
man on the Democratic ticket. In the 
EBleventh Ward, Edward Pechan, a rea) 
estate dealer, defeated George Korte, a 
dairyman; in the Seventeenth Ward 
John Moloney, a shoemaker, defeated 
Anselm B. Murphy, lawyer, and in the 
Nineteenth Ward James B. Conroy, 
union labor leader, defeated Edward 
Hogan, a member of the Legislature. 

Mayor Kiel, with practically the unan- 
tmous suport of the Republican City 
Committee, carried every ward but the 
Ninth, which was carried by Alt who 
had the support in that ward of Charles 
(Cap) Troll. Mayor Kiel carried Alt's 
home ward, the Fourteenth, by more 
than 400 plurality. 

Alt’s Showing Disappoints Friends. 

The showing of Alt was a decided dis- 
appointment to his supporters, who be- 
lieved that he had a chance to win. An 
unsuccessful effort was made late in 
the campaign to induce Sidener and 
Haller to withdraw so that Alt could 
have the field against Mayor Kiel. If 
this could have been arranged, Alt 
would have had the support of Collector 
Koeln. But as Sidener and Haller m- 
sisted on staying in the race, Koeln 
foresaw that the opposition to Kiel 
would be divided and that it was use- 
leas to make a fight for any of the 
opposing candidates.

SAYS bob gu, GIRLS; 
IVE TAKEN POISON 


Potassium in the Commer- 
cial Building. 


Julius Wendl, 45 years old, of 3640 
Arsenal street, for more than 15 years 
employed as bookkeeper by the Bau- 
man-Massa Jewelry Co., in the Commer- 
cia] Building, killed himself by swallow- 
j ‘yanide of potacsium, at 0:30 a. m.. 
today in Room 6% of the Commercial 
Building. 

He had been working, at his desk. 
Leaving it, he stepped into the wash 
room adjoining, and a moment later, 
two girls working in the same room, 
heard a bottle crash to the floor. 
Wendl staggered out and clutched his 
desk. 

“Well, goodby, Sirls, Ive taken 
poison,” he said, and started to fall 
to the floor. The girls, Miss Mollie 
Zimmermann and Miss Clara Meyer- 
rose, rushed to his side, and pre- 
vented his falling. They summoned 
the office manager and a doctor, brit 
Wendle died a few moments after 
the latter arrived. 

A member of the firm stated 
Wendl seemed in his usual good hu- 
mor this morning. They could as- 
sign no reason for the suicide. Mem- 
bers of his family would not see re- 
porters. 

Cyanide of potassium is said to be 
used in the manfacturing department 
of the jewelry company. It is not 
known how Wendl obtained posses- 
sion of it. ‘ 

Edwin Massa, Vice President of the 
company said that Wendl'’s accounts 
had been checked recently and had den 
found correct. Wend! is survived by 
his widow and a daughter about 16 


years old.

HS MONEY-MAKING. 
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Police Find Powerful Apparatus 
in Trunk of German Held 
on Swindling Charge. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—Instead of 
being a machine for making counter- 
telt paper currency, an apparatus with 
which Max Wex, a German, was alleged 
to have swindled his countrymen in var- 
fous cities, was declared by the police 
today to be a “complete wireless outfit 
capable of receiving messages all the 
way from Berlin.” 

This conclusion was reached after 
Government Wireless Bureau experts ex- 
perts had examined the “black money- 
making box." The key and the trans- 
former were the only parts of the equip- 
ment missing, the police said, and they 
believe these could have been carried in 
the box. 

Government officials aserted the ma- 
chine ts one of the most complete wire- 
less receiving outfits they have seen. 

The police found the “money king” 
machine in a trunk with a false bottom 
in Wer's home. It is two and one-half 
feet square, covered with black enamel 
and has silver handles, brass hinges 
and clasp. The wireless experts valued 
the appartus at $800. 

Wex told the police the box had been 
made by a sailor on one of the German 
steamships at Hoboken. He denied it 
was a wireless outfit. The coils, motors, 
dynamos and other apparatus in the box 
were part of a plan, he said “to give 
him color’ for.a moving picture scenar- 
io he intended writing. 

Wex is held on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny made by Frank Sternberg. who al- 
leged he was fleeced out of $2000 after 
the prisoner told him he would take his 
two $1000 bank notes and make forty out 
of them in his alleged money-making 
machine. 

Wex had in his possession, when 
arrested. the police asert, code papers 
and letters he had received through 
the ofice of the German Consul in this 
city.. All were in duplicate. One pa- 
per showed a draft for $12,000 and 
another for $575 on the Deutsches 
Imperial Bank, Berlin. The prisoner 
said these were remittances from 
wealthy relatives tn Germany. He 
asserted he was graduated from Ber- 
lin University and denied he had been 
in the German army.

When the people of the State have an 
opportunity to read my speech, which 
will be given them at an early day, they 
will be able to understand and appreci- 
ate my attitude with full knowledge of 
the facts. So far, what they have heard 
has come chiefly through news sources, 
originating in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, which, it is well known, have been 
My 
wish and my belief is that at least the 
great body of the people of the State will 
hold their judgment in reserve until 
they have been fully advised as to the 
facts from all angles. 


Took No Part in Filibuster. 
IT took no part in any filibuster. These 


are the facts: On the morning of the 
day the President addressed the joint 
session of Congress, Feb. 26, I was called 
to the White House for consultation 
with the President, and was then in- 
formed of the President’s intention to 
address the Congress that afternoon and 
to recommend the passage of the statute 
which has been the subject of this con- 
troversy. 

According to our invariable custom, 
the President and I discussed the sub- 
ject with absolute frankness. I told him 
that, in my opinion, it would be a seri- 
ous blunder to take that step, and gave 
him my reasons, but evidently without 
convincing him. I felt convinced that 
such a law, if enacted and enforced, 
would lead inevitably to war, and I was 
opposed to plunging this country into 
that ‘horror of horrors’ without great- 
er provocation than we had so far expe- 
rienced, and in addition I was of the 
opinion that such a law would be in di- 
rect conflict with the plain letter of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
which Senators, as well as the President, 
are sworn zealously to support and de- 
fend. 

I parted from the President, weight- 
ed with ominous apprehension, but 
without any change in my personal 
setiments for him. He came, as you 
know, to the Capitol that afternoon and 
delivered his address. I was given sug- 
gestions for a bill, drawn in the Execu- 
tive Department, intended to crystallize 
in statutory form what the. President 
had recommended in his address. With- 
in two hours after the President had 
spoken I assembled the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to consider the mes- 
sage and the proposed bill. When the 
ccmmittee assembled, I laid before 
them the legislative suggestions to which 
I have referred. 

After some discussion it was unani- 
mously decided by the committee that 
before proceeding further the suggest- 
en bill should be printed for the use 
of the committee, so that each member 
might have a copy. for his personal 
study. Moreover, it was said that, in- 
esmuch as the same bill had been sent 
to the House for the consideration of 
the House committee, and inasmuch as 
the bill carried an appropriation of 
$190,000,000 to be expended at the discre- 
tion of the President, and since it was 
known that the House has for years in- 
sicted that appropriation bills, as well 
as revenue bills, should originate in 
that body, it was deemed best by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations that 
the bill should first be considered and 
acted upon in the House in order to 
avoid friction between the two houses. 

Accordingly, the committee recessed 
until the following morning. I had the 
suggested bill printed as speedily as 
possible and caused it to be distributed 
individually to the members of the com- 
mittee within a few hours after this 
recess was taken. 

When the committee met the nexe 
morning, the bill, then in print, was 
taken up and considered. Various 
amendments were offered. Some of 
these amendments, for the matt part of 
minor importance, were agreed to. I 
offered an amendment providing in sub- 
stance and effect that no American ship 
armed or convoyed by the United Statos 
should be permitted to transport mu- 
nitions of war destined for delivery to 
the armed. forces of a belligerent Gov- 
ernment at war with another Govern- 
ment with which the United States 
is at peace. 

The United States was then, and 
still is; at peace with all the Powers 
at war, even with Germany. Diplo- 
matic relations have been severed 
with Germany, but the relations of 
the two Governments are those of 
peace, not of war. Practically all 
men, even the President. agree to 
that. The transportation of war sup- 
plies to the Entente Powers by or 
through the aid of any Governmental 
agency would be indisputably a most 
offensive, unneutral act on-our part, 
and would in law be of itself an act 
of war. To transport such supplies, 
directly or indirectly, through any 
public agency of the Government 
would be offensive in the highest de- 
gree, not only to Germany, but to all 
the other Central Powers with whom 
our relations of amity have not been 
broken or disturbed. This would be 
true because munitions so transport- 
ed and delivered to the allies would 
be used in common against the 
armed forees of all the opposing Pow- 
ers. It was to guard against this 
situation that 1 proposed my amend- 


ment,

Nevertheless, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, I immediately presented it to 
the Senate for reference, and at the 
Cry earliest possible moment under the 
rules had it read the first and second 
tiines by title, and had it referred back 
o committee in accordance with the 
tues of the Senate. Immediately, un- 
Cer the authority and on veHalf of the 
cummittee, I reported the bill back to 
the Senate for action. 


“Thereafter, at the very earliest pos- 
sible moment, I had the bill taid before 
the Senate and moved that the Senate 
proceed to its consideration, which mo- 
tion was agreed to on a vote of the Sen- 
ate. That made the bill the unfinished 
business of the Senate and gave it pre- 
cedence over all other business. 

At this point I stated to the Senate 
that candor compelled .ne .o say what 
[ had said in the committee room, that 
I could not support the bill in its pres 
ent form, and that I expected to pro- 
pose a material and very important 
amendment to it. I ~roceeded further 
to say that in the circumstances I felt 
that it would be unjust to myself, as 
well as to those who favored the bill 
as it was, for me to further manage it 
on the floor, and that I desired to turn 
over the management of the bill to the 
next ranking member of the committee, 
Mr. Hitchcock, who had stated that he 
would support it as it was. I have 
heard no criticism of Mr., Hitchcock's 
efficiency in the management of the 
measure and none could be made. 


At the time I made this statement 
and turned the bill over to Mr. Hitch- 
cock I proposed my amendment, to be 
ti ken up in due time in the course of 
the consideration of the bill. A few 
hours later I took the floor and deliv- 
ered an address of practically four 
Fours in length, in which I discussed 
the constitutionality of the bill, and also 
discussed it as a matter of public pol- 
icy. I felt it my duty in the circum- 
stances to make a complete exposition 
of my views and my attitude. At the 
cjose of my speech there remained 19 
to 20 hours of the session before the 
hour of adjournment arrived.

The so-called blockade prescribed by 
Germany, to be enforced through sub- 
marines, is at most only a paper block- 
ade, not an actual one, and the Ger- 
man Government is without right under 
international law to fire without warn- 
ing upon a merchant vessel and destroy 
her, and especially so without giving 
the passengers and crew every reason- 
able opportunity for safeguarding their 
lives. On the other hand, England has 
defined, by metes and bounds, an even 
larger area of the high seas than that 
covered by the German submarine dan- 
ger zone, and has lined this great area 
reaching far out into the open sea, with 
submerged mines, which are as danger- 
ous to passing vessels and human lives 
as the submarine. | 


Criticism for England. 

Germany notified this Government of 
the sea covered by her edict, and En- 
gland notified this Government of the 
area covered by her submerged mines, 
and that is all we have in the way of 
notice from either side. Ships have been 
shot down by submarines and ships 
have been blown up by mines. We 
hear much about one and little about 
the other. But I confess myself unable 
to draw a logical line of differentiation 
between destroying a vessel without 
warning by a torpedo and destroying 
a vessel without warning by a sub- 
merged mine. I would as soon be killed 
in one way as the other, and one way 
would be just as lawless as the other. 

Again we hear much now about the 
freedom of the seas, with which, gen- 
erally spéaking, I am in hearty accord, 
and it is asserted with great vehemence 
that American citizens must not be dis- 
turbed in their God-given rights to sail 


n seas anywhere at pleasure. In the

circumstances of this perilous hour, I do 
not hesitate ‘to say that, while an 
American citizen has an wundoubfed 
technical right to go freely upon the 
seas, he would better serve his country 
if he should avoid putting himself in a 
| position calculated to embroil his coun- 
try in a costly and bloody war. 

With the approval of the British 
Government, the Colonial Government 
of Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa prohibit the embarkation 
of their noncombatant people on ships 
desitned for Europe at this time. Only! 
a few days since I read a dispatch from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia—which, by the 
way, was not given prominence in the 
newspapers—that a ship en route from 
Boston to Liverpool called at Halifax 
for examination, pursuant to the orders 
in council of the British Government. 
The examining officials at Halifax 
found a number of British subjects, as 
well as a number of American citizens, 
aboard. The officials compelled the 
British subjects to disembark with their 
baggage and they were not permitted 
to proceed because of the danger to 
their lives, but the Americans went on 
and took the cliance. Our policy is to 
encourage that kind of foolhardiness, 
but the British Government takes bet- 
ter care of its own people.

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OUTLAWING NEPOTISM. 

The Missouri House of Representatives has 
passed a bill making it an offense for members 
of the Legislature to employ relatives as clerks,

NO FLOOD CONTROL DELAY. 

The real victory in flood control was gained in 
the passage of the general bill indorsing the pro- 
ject and authorizing the execution of the work. 

The general bill looked to the task as a whole 

and its progress to completion during a term of 
years. All the $5,000,000 appropriation did was 
to make available the ninth part of the total cost 
which, it was estimated, would be required during 
the single year 1917-18. 
That appropriation failed because of the fili- 
buster for. which several Senators representing 
river territory have a responsibility and which 
some few residents of river states attempt to 
excuse. But its failure only placed it in a class 
with many other appropriations of the most vital 
need, which also failed for the same reason. 
Urgent legislation is not going to falle for this 
reason in the future. 

Even if this $5,000,000 item should not find a 
place in the provision ultimately made for the 
coming fiscal year, the general authorization 
would give it a privileged status in the budgets 
of succeeding years. But, of course, it will find 
a place in the budget becoming effective on July 
1 next. It will be approved along with a great 
number of other necessary appropriations at the 
special session of Congress called to meet 
April 16.

“greens,” being planted early in April, 
or for the large roots, when they should 
be planted in June or earl in July, the 
crop maturing in the fall. Sow in rows, 
placing the seed about an inch apert 
and %-inch deep early and about 1% 
inches when sown later.

Eggplants, belong to the tomato 
family and require similar treatment. 
However, they must not be checked 
in growth by cold weather, and it is 
safest to delay planting until about 
May 10.

Sow the seed 
about 1 inch apart in the row and

This kind of intensive cropping is com- * r. 1 quart 
monly known as double, succession or . . 1-8 inches 1 
companion cropping. It depends upon 
the ability of the gardener to so arrange 
his space that there is always some- 
thing ready to take the plac. of a crop 
as soon as it is harvested. In the accom- 
panying plan we have used succession 
cropping in rows 5-9-11-12-13; the second 
crops, shown (in diagram) being planted 
early in July or as soon as the first crop 
is off the ground. Rows 1-3-6-7-9-11 and 
the remaining six rows occupy the 
ground all the season. They are com- 
panion cropped” by row 82-4-6-8-10 which 
are removed before the long season 
crops need all the space. The first row 
will be permanent after the first year 
Rows 2 to 9 inclusive are planted early 
ay April 1.

Plant Food and Fedtilizers, 

As we increase the number of crops 
grown we must also increase the 
amount of plant food we supply.

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Asparagus is a perennial, and once 
the row is established it comes up each 
spring, at a time when other green 
things are scarce. The roots should be 
planted early in the spring in a wide 
furrow, the crown being about six inches 
below the surface of the ground when 
the soll is replaced. Sometimes only 
half of the soil from the furrow is re- 
placed when planting, the rest being 
drawn around the plants after they are 
tp several inches. This secures an 
earlier start and lessens danger of the 
roots rotting before establishing them- 
selves. Plant 16 inches apart in a single 
row. Do not cut the shoots the first 
year. Palmetto and Mammoth White 
ave good varieties. Two thousand 
bunches per acre after the second year 
is an average crop. 


Rhubarb, another perennial, may 
often be grown to advantage. It re- 
quires a rich, well-drained location. The 
roots or “crowns” should be planted 
esrly in the spring about 3% feet apart, 
with tops just even with the surface of 
the ground, unless there is exception- 
aliy good drainage. Mound up the soil 
to a depth of two or three inches over 
the plants to prevent excessive drying 
cut. Three or four hills will be ample 
for the average family. Do not pull 
any st the stalks the first year. 

Beans of the dwarf snap varieties 
niay be planted at any time after frost 
danger is past, using one quart to 100 
feet of row, either in drilis or hilis. 
For the early planting cover one inch 
deep and decrease to two inches as-the 
season advances. Hills should be about 
six inches apart and contain two or 
three plants. There are many good va- 
ricties. The yield should be at least 
100 dushels of the snap (green) pods. 

Lima Beans shoul be planted 6 
inches apart in the row. after all danger 
of cold weather is over. Sometimes they 
are started in pots and transplanted 
when two weeks old. Yields vary great-

Selection of Sowing. 

A proper selection of vegetables and 
varieties for a small garden requires 
considerable experience with the indi- 
vidual plot. Here are a few essential 
points: First, certain species, like 
melons, corn, raspberries, etc., are to» 
large in their habit of growth and re- 
quire too much space. Second, some 
varieties are unsuited for the same rea- 
son. Third, many types are not suited 
for home consumption. Fourth, for very 
intensive culture some vegetables are 
not sufficiently productive. 

The directions for sowing below may 
be found useful: 

Small seeds are best planted by hand 
in a furrow made with a rake handle, 
and may be covered with the rake or by 
hand. After covering, the soil should be 
gently pressed down close around the 
seed so that they will have moisture 
enough to germinate. Large seed are 
planted deeper and less care need be 
taken.
